Testimony of Defendants. 

Gray further testified that che 
agents told him they would find the 
owner, but were locking Fim up for 
the present. He told the court that 
when the agents arrived he was 
standing on the street, near the sned 
with Smith, and that the agents took 
and Smith and made them go 
to the shed with them. Smith cor- 
roborated his testimony. 

After hearing the witnesses, Judge 
Faris said to the jury: “I’m in 
doubt whether the Government has 
shown ownership in the place.

court with their testimony, but leav- 
ing that aside, the Governmert has 
failed to make a convincing case, and 
I charge the jury to find a verdict 
of not guilty.”

“I had known Turner two years,”

After 
I became a bankrupt, Turner told me 
of his plans of making piciures of 
the Junior Players productions, and 
to show them in a chain of theaters. 
He wanted help in organizing such 
an enterprise, but I told him I 
couldn't do anything, tnvolved as I 
then was.’

Negotiation of Loans. .

“Turner then begged me to save 
him,” Halliday said.

It was after this, he said, that 
he made the statement to Carroll 
and Connell, which he characterized 
as “a jumble of matter that Turner 
gave me.”
